Mr. Davis, from the Committee of Conference on 
Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. 21—Relative 
to adjournment sine die on the 13th—rep irted that 
the committee could not agree, and either for the 
Senate to recede from its amendment or the Assem­ 
bly to concur, and asked that a Committee of Free 
Conference be appointed. 
The P r e sid e n t appointed as the Committee of 
Free Conference on the part of the Senate, Messrs. 
Davis, Satterwhite and Traylor—the same com­ 
mittee. 
The Committee of Free Conference had power to 
name any other day not mentioned in the resolu­ 
tion or amendment, while the Committee of Con­ 
ference only had power to recommend that the 
Senate recede from its amendment or that the As­ 
sembly concur in it.

W’iie r k a s, the Senate has maintained its dig­ 
nity and vindicated its power by imprisoning Sen­ 
ator Kane, a member of the Senate, for contempt 
of the Senate ; and, whereas, the Senate has suffi­ 
ciently punished the said Tbom is Kane, and sufii 
ciently protected itself and its members ; therefore 
Resolved, That the Sergeant-at-arms be and he 
is hereby direcied to release the said Senator, 
Thomas Kvne, from custody. 
He said that he wa*, last night, not in favor of 
granting him any sympathy, but he tho ighfc Senator 
Kane was now sufficiently punished and the dignity 
of the -enate sufficiently protected. 
Mr. Dickinson was opposed to releasing him, be­ 
cause he thought it was too much of a farce to re­ 
lease Thos. Kane after only 24 hours of imprison­ 
ment for so heavy a crime. 
Mr. Traylor had too much respe t for the law 
and this Seriate to release him, f«>r Senator K-ne 
had the p-wer to release himself. He thought the 
punishment was not too severe, because the term of 
the session was drawing to a close, and moved the 
whole matter be laid upon the table. Lost. 
Mr. Sears had no idea the resolution would be 
introduced but thou2ht it ojight to be disposed of. 
He did not think Senator Kane was guilty of any 
crime in regard to this matter, except that of con­ 
tempt of this Senate, and hoped that he would be 
released on account of the anxiety and agony of the 
Senator’s wife and children.

He felt as kindly to Senator 
Kane as anyone, but he could not vote for the 
res lution, and be consistent with his vote of last 
night. 
Mr. Zuck opposed the resolution and thought 
some of the Senators had fallen down since last 
night in regard to sympathy.

The C h a ir appointed as a committee to investi­ 
gate the charges made by Mr. Tyler against Assem­ 
blyman Brauubart, Messrs. McComas, Coffman and 
Maguire. 
Committee on Indian Affairs recommended the 
passage of Senate Bill No. 421, relative to playing at 
games of chance. 
Committee on Fish and Game recommended the 
passage of Senate Bill No. 332, relative to the main­ 
tenance of fish ways. 
Mr. D el V a l l e, from the Committee of Confer­ 
ence, relative to Senate Bill No. 174, recommended 
that Assembly recede from its amendments. 
Adopted. 
Mr. M a y , from the Committee on Ways and Means, 
asked that Senate Bill No 555, an appropriation for 
the Sta e Printing Office, be declared a case of 
urgency and passed, as there was no money to pay 
the printers. The rules were suspended and the bill 
passed —ayes 52, noes 6. 
Committee oil Appropriations recommended the 
passage of Senate Bills Nos. 343 and 183.

Mr. sw k k t l a n d called up on third reading Assem- 
blytNo. 505—An Act to grant to certain parlies therein 
named the light of way for a railroad from the town 
of Truckee to the town of Quincy (by Mr. Walker). 
Mr. C ooper said this bill was special legislation 
and was brought in to the exclusion of a bill to give 
county governments to all the counties in the State. 
Mr. SwEETLAND said the bill had been before the 
members and thev had had a full opportunity of ex­ 
amining it. It simply gave the right of way to 
build a railroad. The bill was passed—ayes 52, 
noes 12. 
COUNTY GOVERNMENTS. 
Assembly Bill No. 519—An Act to amend sections 
of the Pvhtical Code contained iu Chapters I, II, 
III, IV and V, Part IV, Title II, and to add other 
sections thereto, and to establish a svstemof countv 
governments (by Mr. Felton)—the special order fur 
the day, was taken up.

Mr. McC arth y of San Francisco—I move previous 
question on the bill. It was done iu the McClure 
charter m itter, and w hat is sauce for the goose is 
sauce for the gander. 
The Clerk read the bill by sections. 
Mr. F ra se r offered an amendment to Section 3, 
making the payment by the sinking fund iu thirty 
years instead of twenty. Lost. 
Mr. Fox moved to amend that nothing in Sub­ 
division 1, Section 3, should apply to the road fund. 
Carried. 
Mr. C a r r moved that the subdivision be strickm 
out. Lost. 
He then moved the school fund also be exempted. 
Carried. 
Mr. M o r s* moved to amend by electing the Su er- 
visors by the people, and uoc at large. Adopted. 
Mr. S h e r b u r n moved a substitute for Section 7, 
by making the election in 1880 and entering upon 
office in 1881, and that the Supervisors elected to 
office should classify themselves so that one half of 
their number or as nearly equal to one-half, as may 
be, shall go out of office at the end of two years. 
Mr. H artso n thought the matter could he simpli­ 
fied by giving authority to fill vacancies by appoint­ 
ment. 
Mr. D el V alle did not think it proper that the 
Governor should ha e the power of filling vacancies 
when they occurred in July next. Those special 
laws in counties would not he affected by the gen­ 
eral law. 
Mr. McCom as took the same view, and thought

The C h a ir decided that the committee had ex­ 
ceeded their authority, at»d the report was returned.

Mr. Y oung offered an amendment, provided that 
to facilitate such appointments the Superior Judge 
or Judges of such county may suggest the name or 
names of one or more proper persons for such posi­ 
tion. Lost. 
Mr M o rse moved to amend by making the eldest 
Superior Judge in the county the authority to ap­ 
point. Lost. 
Mr. Anthony’s amendment was adrpted. Ayes 
39, n«>es 35. 
For county purposes, the tax in all counties of the 
10th clas9 was fixed at not exceeding 82 50 per hun­ 
dred dollars. 
Mr. C am ron reported that the Committee of free 
conference on adjournment Lad determined that the 
Legislature should adjourn sine die April 16.h. 
Mr. M ath ew s regretted the conclusion of the com­ 
mittee. He was constitutionally opposed to extend­ 
ing the time a single day beyond tl»e one hundredth. 
The Const tution intended an adjournment should 
be made in a hundred days. He thought it best to 
set an example to future Legislatures. 
Mr. H artson said important legislation was upon 
the files, and he thought the peo:»le would indorse 
the action of the members if they remained. 
Mr. M a y. after a caretul consideration of the sub­ 
ject. thought that the important legislation now 
pending should be disposed of. 
hecess. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Assembly reconvened at 2 p. m., and the report 
of the Free Conference Committee relative to final 
adjournment was taken up. 
Mr. M cC arty of Lake had been all the time in 
favoi of adjournment when the hundred days ex­ 
pired. If the members coul i not all be held here an 
injustice might he done to the people. 
Mr. T yler said no member or the House dare leave 
it, and thfy could be brought back by the Sergeant- 
at-Arms. He hoped the report would not be adopted. 
If the House was o*i the most important bill of the 
session it would have to adjourn. Refuse to concur, 
go to work as men, finish up the work of the session, 
and then adjourn. 
Mr. Felton hoped no more time would be wasted 
in this discussion. 
Mr. A nth o ny said it was a matter of importance. 
From principle he should vote against the adoption 
of the report.

he Governor had the power to call an 
extra session but it should be avoided if possible. 
It would be impossible to get through by Friday. 
Mr. Cook under the circumstances would adapt 
himself to the situation, his Republican friends 
were in a tight place and he proposed to help them 
our. When they showed a fair disposition, as they 
did the other night, he was in favor of returning the 
favor. Besides he knew he could serve the State by 
remaining a few days and he proposed to do so. 
Mr. D u B rutz said the ]>eopIe wanted this body to 
adjourn. They wanted real estate to take a “ boom,” 
an«i for God’s sake break up this menagerie* 
[Laugh ter. I 
Mr. M aybell wished to adjourn on the 13th. He 
was glad there were so many patriots willing to 
work for nothing, but men who would do this were 
usually those whose services were worth less. He 
was opposed to serving a single day after his pav 
ceased. Tt.ere was uo justification of an extension 
of the session. 
Mr. A d am s moved that the resolution be laid 
on the table. Lost. 
Mr. C am ron said the Senate had refused to ad­ 
journ on the 13th. The ltfth had been finally sgrced 
upon, and he thought the resolution should he 
adopted. He did not wish to have the session post­ 
poned from week to week and day to day. feomc 
thing would have to be conceded to the tenate. 
Mr. Mo lh o lland (Mr. Frazer in the chair) said 
the right to stay longer than a hundred days was 
based upon a i jrced construction of a i ambiguity 
in the Constitution. The Governor had the author­ 
ity to call an extra session. The Governor some 
time ago declared that under no circumstances 
would he call an extra session. Let every man ask 
himself if there were not some bills in which he 
had a personal interest he would not be in favor 
of adjournment. 
Mr. McComas was willing to remain two weeks if 
necessary to complete necessary legislation de­ 
manded by the people. 
Mr. Fox said tli re had been no bill upon the files 
of this House in which he had a personal interest. 
He wished to see the Codes amended and passed, 
and if he was so derelie* as to leave that duty un­ 
finished I e would violate his otlig tion to support 
the Constitution. The function of the Constitution 
was to organize the government, and the Legisla­ 
ture was the immediate voice of the people coining 
after the Constitution. He believed it to be his duty 
to stay tw. nty days is necessary to complete the 
work, and when Friday came, if needed, adjourn 
until another day.

The committee ap)iointed to investigate the 
charges made against the Hon. Samuel Brauuhart 
were discharged from further consideration of the 
subjeJt. 
Recess. 
EVENING SESSION. 
The Assembly reconvened at 7 o’clock, the Speaker 
in the chair. 
The consideration of the committee amendment 
granting local option was resumed. 
Mr. Cook hoped the amendment would be adopted. 
The crime and |>auperisra of the country was to 
a great extent due to liquor, and the sale of it 
Bhould be regulated by local government, lie be­ 
longed to no temperance society- believed as a mat­ 
ter of justice and necessity the amendment should 
become a law. 
Mr. S w eetla nd was in favor of prohibition, but a 
local opiiou law was in conflict with the laws of the 
State. 
Mr. McCalljon w*>8 in favor of rejecting the com­ 
mittee’s amendment. 
Mr. B ennett regarded this question of considerable 
importance to the State There were a large and 
respectable number of people who believed that the 
L* gisl iture had the .right to pass a law regulating 
the sale of liquor. 
5lr. Kstky hoped the section would be stricken 
out. He thought the Constitution gave plenty of 
power on the subjec . 
Mr. M erry moved the previous question on the 
subject. Lost. 
Mr. M ay was opposed to sumptuary law's in any re- 
•]>ect. More men w ee injured by intemperate eat­ 
ing than d inking. He could not favor the amend­ 
ment. 
Mr. Fox said the amendment proposed to allow 
people to say how far in their immediate community 
the police power should be used to regulate crime. 
The law would be equal in force and power with the 
license law. He thought the amendment a wise one 
and it should prevail. 
Mr. Mc Intosh said intemperance in these little 
towns added to their tax, and the right to regulate 
the liquor traffic belonged to th» in. The majority 
should rule and make local laws for the counties 
concerning this great evil. 
A lengthy d seussion of the amondment took 
place. It waa favored by Messrs. McCarty of Lake, 
MULHOLLASD and Y o r k, and opposed by Messrs. 
Corco ran, T yler, L a n e, A dam s and A nth ony. 
Mr. T tlkr moved to refer the section to a select 
committee, with instructions to aincn J. Lost. 
On the adoption of the amendment, the vote was 
ayes *20, noes 49. 
Mr. VYALKERgave notice of reconsideration. In­ 
definite y postponed. 
on motion of Mr. M a t h ew s, the Public Adminis­ 
trator was struck out of the list of county officers. 
Mr. McCom as moved that the Treasurer of a coun­ 
ty be ex officio Tax Collector. Lost. 
| Mr. F r a se r offered an amendment, that the Super­ 
visors might consolidate the different offices into one 
by proper ordinances. Adopted. 
Mr. A nth ony move 1 to make the county officers, 
except Judges of the Superior Court, elective in 
18S0. Carned—ayes 46, noes 20. 
Mr. A nthony also moved to make the officers’term 
of office two years instead of four. L »st—aves 29, 
noes 42. This fixed he term of office at four years. 
Mr. Fox moved to exempt Assessors and Superin­ 
tendents of Schools from the first amendment of Mr. 
Anthony. 
Mr. F r a se r offered a substitute, drawn in con­ 
formity with the Constitution, and also providing 
that the term of office should be four years. It was 
intended to separate local politics from Presidential 
elections, and was ad pted. 
Mr. B r a u nuart offered to include “ cit es,” and 
make the substit ute apply to the election of city of­ 
ficers the same as to county officers. His object was 
to make it apply to San Francisco, in case the Mc­ 
Clure charter should be declared unconstitutional, 
and endeavored to ridicule Mr. May. 
Mr. F elton said there was not one word in the 
bill that ap died to the city of San Francisco, and 
the amendment a as uncalled for. 
In reply to Mr. Braunhart, Mr. M ay said he simply 
w ?*hed to state tit t it was perhaps unfortunate for 
the gentleman that he seemed to possess some ldio- 
sy cracy that implied nim to place himself at the 
toe of some gentleman’s boot about half a dozen 
times a day. If that situation pleases him, 1 do not 
see that others are entitled to complain. 
Mr. Br&unhart’s amendment was lost—ayes 14, 
r.oi»8 45. 
The substitute as amended was adopted. 
An amendment was adopted that township officers 
be elected in 1880 and every two years thereafter. 
The District Attorney was included with the 
Board of Supervisor-**and Auditor to count the 
money in the County Treasury quarterly. 
The salary of the County Superintendent was 
made payable from the school fund of the county. 
An amendment was adopted, providing that the 
salaries of Supervisors and their mileage altogether 
should not exceed $800 per year. 
At 11:10 p. m. Mr. Fulto nmoved to adjourn. Lost. 
¡Several changes were made in the classification of 
counties. 
At 11:20 Mr. Maybell moved to adjourn, stating 
that it was approaching Sunday and the chaplain 
was not present. Lost. 
Uiher changes as lo the arrangement of the coun­ 
ties and the numb, r of Supervisors were made, and 
at quarter to twelve o’clock the bill was ordered 
to third reading and made the special order of the 
day for Monday.

“ CLOSED D00P.3.” 
How San Francisco Policemen Add to Their 
Salaries. 
[San Francisco Post, April 9th.] 
Regular police officers Brown and Jones 
were on trial in the Police Court to-day for 
battery upon each other. The only evi­ 
dence given in the case was that of the ac­ 
cused themselves. Officer Brown testified 
as follows : 
“ You see, your Honor, this is the whole 
story. That Jones there is a regular scoun­ 
drel and a disgrace to the force. On last 
election day me and Jones was stationed at 
the same precinct. I went on at 6 o’clock 
in the morning, and he relieved me at noon. 
We entered into this arrangement, to gather 
in the regular perquisites of the day, and 
to make an even division. There were 
four saloons near the polls, all closed—in 
front. We made a bargain with the bar­ 
keepers at the rate of two cents a drink. 
That was not the regular rate, your Honor, 
for some of the boys got as high as three 
and a half. 
But, then, we wanted to do 
the fair thing. Times were dull, and the 
barkeepers grumbled so about not paying 
expenses and all that. Well, your Honor, 
I ran the four saloons, and tallied 500 
drinks and collected my 610. Then Jones 
came on and relieved me, and when he 
came off at night he swore that he only 
tallied 300 drinks, and had collected, of 
course, but §6. Now, your Honor knows 
that that was a dead swindle, for when I 
asked the barkeepers about it I learned that 
Jones had collected S12 from them. I tell 
ycu this made me warm, and when I met 
Jones again I told him that I thought he 
was a rascal and did not deserve to be re­ 
tained on the force. Then he called me 
another, and said that he knew that I had 
collected money from another saloon and 
had not ‘divied’ with him. I did not 
mind his calling me names, but I was an­ 
gry, for if I did strike another saloon he 
was not entitled to that money, for that 
was my own find? Then, you see, Judge, 
my virtuous indignation got the better of 
me and I struck him, and then we had it 
out.”“ Well, by your own admission,” said 
the Court, “ we will have to find you both 
guilty, and we shall take steps to have you 
both removed from the force. You have 
got to understand that no such work as 
this will be countenanced. There should 
be honor among policemen, as among 
thieves. The officer who, in such a dis­ 
honest manner, attempts to swindle his 
brother officers out of their honest dues 
is uudeservmg of his position. The force 
must maintain its well-known principles 
of vigorous addition, fair and impartial 
division and a discreet silence.” 
A storm of applause from the many 
officers present greeted this noble remark, 
aud the officers rebuked left the Court­ 
room in disgrace. 
The subject of matrimonial divorce is 
being vigorously discussed in France and 
Italy, where it is not yet allowable by law.

Hon. Horace Davis: In compliance with your re­ 
quest of the 24th ult., I have the honor to transmit 
herewith a statement of receipt.! of the Pngtoffice at 
San Francisco during the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1879. The statement shows that the gross receipts 
during that ]X>riod were 8427,493, aud that the uet 
receipts were 8339,085. Iu reply to your other in­ 
quiry, I beg leave to say that late in the summer of 
1878 1 speut several days in the city of San Francis­ 
co, visited the Postoltice there, and inspected it care­ 
fully. Toe Postofiice building is inad quate to the 
wants of the service,and I felt it my duty to call the 
attention of Congress to the fact that the building is 
too small. Its arrangements are unsuited to the 
uses of the service, and be ides that the walls have 
been crocked and broken by earthquakes which oc­ 
curred iu that city Several years ago. 8an F. aociseo 
is the principal center of the Pacific slope, at which 
the mails of that section of country are received, 
and from which they are distributed. In addition 
to this handling of domestic mails, all the mails sent 
from this country, as well as a great part of the hi:- 
ropean mails for China, Japan. Australia and other 
islands and countries of tiie Pacific, and the mails 
therefrom in return, are received and forwarded at 
the 8an Francisco Postofiice. I know of no import­ 
ant city in which, according to my judgment, a new 
and commodious building for the |>ostal service is 
more needed.

' The House concurred in the resolution for 
a joint committee to consider the alleged loss 
of revenue from the evasion of tax on cigars, 
etc.The House went into committee on the 
Army Appropriation bill, and the debate 
commenced on the amendment prohibiting 
the use of. the army as a police foice at the 
polls. 
Sparks said this very clause had been al­ 
ready addeil to the Appropriation bill, and 
the great Republican leaders had assented to 
it, while only twelve Republicans had voted 
against it. He would, if he could, wipe out 
completely this un-Ameiican, unrepublican, 
undemocratic, villainous statute, inspired by 
fanaticism and hate.

N ew Y o rk , April 10th.—At four o’clock 
the score stood : Hart.

At 4:30 a pleasing incident occurred. Han- 
awaker was laboring to make 450 miles, when 
Dobler overtook him, and chatting with him 
as they jogged along, goon brought the pace 
into a run. Dobler was loudly cheered. On 
the second lap Hanawaker was given a bas­ 
ket of flowers, and the two carried it one lap.

Dobler and Howard kept the champion com­ 
pany for a time in this dash. 
At 8 o’clock Hart appeared, clad in blue 
and white, and as he passed a box four ladies 
decorated him with a sash. Spectre Jaybee, 
who left the track two days ago, reappeared, 
and was hissed and hooted continuously as he 
moved round. 
At 8:11 Hart finished his 500th mile. At 
8:28 Hanawaker completed his 450 miles, se­ 
curing about $53 for his labors and pains of a 
week. Howard, Pegram and Hart, linked, 
ran once around the track, and soon after 
Dobler and Howard together carried a floral 
gift which bad been presented the former. 
The cheers at this time for Chicago’s game 
representative were deafening. 
The O’Leary belt was fastened on “ Black 
Dan,” and be made his last lap of the greatest 
six-day race on record, finishing 565 miles and

Hart received a challenge to-day from an

The W hittaker Case. 
W est Point, April 10th.—In the W hitta­ 
ker inve.-tigation, Cadet George R. Burnett 
testified that he was officer of the day. and 
was the first one who entered Whittaker’s 
room. He described the condition in which 
he found Whittaker—weltering in blood, 
Dound and bruised. Whittaker, upon being 
shaken, said, twice, “ Please don’t cut me.” 
It seems, from witness' illustrations, that 
Whittaker was so securely tied that he could 
hardly have bound himself, although witness, 
after being tied a3 Whittaker was, did untie 
himself in Court. Whittaker testified that 
he had no conversation with his assailants, 
except to beg them not to cut his ear. His 
condition was carefully considered bv the 
surgeon. Whittaker stated that an oath was 
binding on his conscience, and he firmly be­ 
lieved a false oath involved future punish­ 
ment. At the request of the Recorder he 
then took an oath, looking squarely in the 
face of the Recorder, that all he said was true. 
Tbe Ktllosg-spofTord Case. 
W ashington, April 10th.—The Demo­ 
cratic Senatorial caucus lasted four hours, 
and the discussion on the Kellogg-Spofford 
case was animated.

Dratb of the Governor of Dakota. 
D etroit, April 10th.—William A. How­ 
ard, Governor of Dakota, died in Washing- 
ington, Mich., this morning, aged 67. He 
had been in poor health for some time. He 
was one of the most prominent citizens of 
Michigan for the last quarter of a century. 
He had been a leading Republican .politician. 
He served three terms in Congress, where he 
took a foremost position. He was a man of 
large abilities, and a most able and pungent 
debater. He was at the head of the Michi­ 
gan delegation at Cincinnati, ar.d it was his 
influence, more than any other, that wheeled 
Michigan into line at a critical moment and 
turned the scale in favor of Hayes. He leaves 
a wife, two sons, and two married daugh­ 
ters. The remains will be brought to this 
city for interment. 
Damaging Gale at Buffalo. 
B uffalo, April 10th.—There waa a heavy 
and damaging gale this afternoon. The 
water was the highest for years, overflowing 
wharves and almost entirely submerging the 
island between the river and the lake, the in­ 
habitants of which had to flee for their liveB. 
A number of shanties and five boat-houses 
were washed away. The lowlands from Erie 
street to Black Rock were entirely sub­ 
merged, and a portiou of the Lockport 
Branch of the New York Central Railroad 
was washed so that trains had to stand over. 
On the Main street line a car was blown from 
the track and a number of buggies over­ 
turned. No lives reported lost. 
Mexican Central Railway. 
N ew Y ork, April 10th.—A Washington 
special to the Tdeijram says : Levi C. Wade, 
a representative of Boston capitalists, yester­ 
day received telegraphic information from 
the City of Mexico that Diaz had confirmed 
the grant of a charter for the Mexican Cen­ 
tral Railway Company of Boston. He did 
this in accordance with the recommendations 
of the Mexican Minister here. Over $5,000,­ 
000 have been subscribed to build the line, 
which is 200 miles in length and runs north­ 
ward from the City of Mexico. 
Failures lor the First Quarter of Ike 
Present Year, 
N ew Y ork, April 10th.—The failures for 
the first quarter of the present year, as re­ 
ported by the Mercantile Agency of R. G. 
Dun & Co., indicate a very great decline, 
not only in the number, but especially in the 
amount of liabilities. In the first three 
months of 1880 there were 1,400 failures, as 
against 2,500 for the first three months of 
1878. The liabilities for the first quarter of 
1880 are only $12,000,000, as against $-13,000,­ 
000 in the same period of 1879, and $82,000,­ 
000 in the first quarter of 1878. The Agency 
draws attention to the fact that these figures 
indicate a steady continuance of favorable 
conditions for the trade of the country. 
Wrecked nt 9ea. 
N ew Y ork, April 10th.—The ship Levia­ 
than, from Bordeaux, arrived to-day with the 
Captain and seven men of the bark Snares- 
brook, from Darien, March 5th, for Hull, 
with timber. The bark struck a gale the 
third day out, which lasted ten days. She 
sprung a leak and became water-logged. 
Two of the crew and the cook were washed 
overboard. 
FOREIGN NEWS. 
The English Filertlons. 
IiONDON, April 11th.—Up to this time 400 
constituencies have been heard from, which 
have returned 338 Liberals, 230 Conserva­ 
tives, and 52 Home Rulers. 
The enthusiasm is great, and Gladstone 
will undoubtedly be obliged to have a recep­ 
tion by tbe Liberals. 
Prince Gorlxcbnkoff Dying. 
Paris, April 10th.—A St. Petersburg cor­ 
respondent telegraphs this evening that 
Prince Gortschakoff is dying. The bulletin 
which his doctor has sent to the Emperor 
concludes by saying that the symptona are 
alarming. Telegrams have been dispatched 
to his two sons—one of whom is in Paris and 
the other is Russian Minister at Madrid. It 
is doubtful if they will arrive in St. Peters­ 
burg in time to find their father alive. Not­ 
withstanding his exhaustion, the Chancello: 
has preserved all his lucidity. He is alone, 
stretched on bis bed, with only his old vale: 
to attend him. 
Tbe Vlsneaiix-Mosaon Billiard Match Ib 
Paris. 
P a ris , April 10lh.—The Vigneaux-Slosson 
billiard match begun this evening. Slosson 
started in with one point, Vigneaux following 
with two points. The next break resulted in 
Slosson scoring 32, and Vigneaux 60. Slos 
son next scored 24, followed by a run of 42: 
by Vigneaux, which was hailed with cheers 
Vigneaux’s next largest break was 185 ; Slos 
son’s two largest breaks were 227 and 292. 


Vigneaux’s average was 185 ; Slosson’s, 147. 
Both champions were loudly applauded. 
Vigneaux made 800 points first, Slosson scor­ 
ing 624. There was considerable betting.

R angoon, April 10th.—The report of the 
death of King Thebeau, of Burma, cannot 
be traced to an authentic source, but indis­ 
criminate human sacrifices have been offered 
at Mandalay to save his life. Telegraphic 
communication is interrupted. 
L o n do n, April 10th.—A Burma corre­ 
spondent says : Mandalay astrologers main­ 
tain that in order to remove the evil influences 
great propitiatory sacrifice is requisite. The 
victims will be taken from all ranks to the 
number of four hundred. Tbe priests con­ 
tribute one hundred; the remainder will be 
men, women and children. Many arrests 
have been made to secure a sufficient number 
for the victims to be selected from. The 
Catholic Convent waa entered to procure 
victims from among the girls there, but the 
attempt was frustrated. The internal condi­ 
tion of the country is most unsatisfactory. 
The people, while seeing the folly of King 
Thebeau’s acts, are helpless to effect a change. 
Callao lo be Blockaded—Peruvian Army 
Defeated. 
W a sh in g to n, April 10th.—The Chilean 
Legation has the following from Panama : 
Callao is to be blockaded or bombarded. Tho 
Peruvian army of Torato has been defeated. 
A counter-revolution has taken place in Bo­ 
livia, and Campera has been restored.

DOMESTIC. 
The Louisiana Legislature has adjourned 
sine die. 
General Grant witnessed the races in New 
Orleans Saturday. 
There are a considerable number of small­ 
pox cases in Chicago, and active steps are 
being taken to suppress its further spread. 
William Hood and engineers have arrived 
at San Antonio, Tex., from San Francisco to 
survey the Southern Pacific Railroad to El 
Pafo. 
In New Orleans, John Sullivan, keeper of 
the Barrett House, was shot dead by John 
RaymondJ(colored), the difficulty being about 
10 cents. 
Wm. H. Escott, defaulting Secretary of 
the Montreal Agency, was arrested at Chi­ 
cago as a fraudulent debtor. He has em­ 
bezzled $18,000. 
The Harrisburg (Pa ) Car Manufacturing 
Company’s planing mill and ten dwellings 
were burned Saturday. Loss, $40,000; in­ 
surance, $15,000. 
William Steadman, a law student of Mar­ 
shall, Tex., killed himself, assigning as cause 
rejection of application for admission to 
West Point two years ago. 
An explosion of dynamite at Downington, 
Pa., killed John Powell and Robert Tavlor, 
and severely injured about twelve others. 
The killed and wounded were quarrymen. 
In Louisville, Saturday, Mrs. Wilhelmina 
Friske, a German lady, 68 years of age, liv­ 
ing on Eleventh street, near Jefferson, was 
murdered by her insane son with a butcher- 
knife. 
In Norwalk, Conn., the Committee of In­ 
quiry report that the charges of immoral con­ 
duct preferred against Rev. A. W. Paige are 
true, and they recommend his expulsion from 
the Conference. 
Near Woodstock Station, on the New 
Brunswick Railway, a baggage-car and one 
passenger-car were overturned. The latter 
was nearly destroyed, yet of fifteen persons 
in it, only one was seriously hurt. 
A Bpecial from Washington declares that 
Ackliu and King have gone to Louisiana for 
a duel, but a New Orleang special says the 
story is undoubtedly false, Acklin only being 
there to conduct his Congressional cam­ 
paign. 
Two checks, purporting to be drawn by 
Gillian Schenck, County Treasurer of Kings 
county, New York, for $6,500 and $4,500 on 
the National City Bank of Brooklyn, and 
certified Saturday, are forgeries and will not 
be paid. 
The body of a man, nearly nude, was 
found, Friday, in the woods at Durham, 
New Hampshire. The head and one arm 
were missing, and the clothing was scattered 
about with every indication of a sharp strug­ 
gle for life.

THE 
CHINESE 
COMMISSION. 


The United States Senate has confirmed 
the appointment of Messrs. Angelí,Swiftand 
Trescott, as Chinese M inister and Commis­ 
sioners, and it remains to be seen what the 
new experiment will result in. 
W e think 
Mr. Swift can be trusted to sec to it that 
at all events a sincere effort is made to 
procure a revision of the Burlingame treaty, 
and th at ho will prevent any attem pt to 
deceive the people of this coast by mere 
sham negotiations. 
We, however, do not 
believe that there is any sincere desire on 
the part of the Administration to bring 
the Chinese question to a head. 
The 
recent course of Secretary Evarts when 
called upon by Congress for information 
regarding the progress of negotiations with 
the Chinese 
Government w arrants this 
conviction. 
Mr. Evarts has made several 
endeavors to stave off Congressional in­ 
quiries, and when at last he finds th at a 
revelation of the actnal condition of the 
negotiations could no longer be avoided, 
it 
is announced th at the President is 
preparing a message 
to 
Congress set­ 
ting forth the 
full 
particulars. 
It 
is 
believed 
a t 
W ashington 
that 
nothing has been done, and that no effort 
has been made to get anything done. 
I t is 
further believed that this inactivity is due 
to the pressure brought to bear upon the 
Government by Eastern commercial inter­ 
ests, which have represented the anti- 
Chinese sentiment of California as a mere 
manifestation of barbarism, and have urged 
th e importance of maintaining friendly 
mercantile relations with China. H itherto 
this influence has been sufficient to coun­ 
terbalance all the endeavors of our repre­ 
sentatives to insure a modification of the 
treaty, and therefore it must be realized 
th a t the new Chinese Commission does not 
begin its labors under the most favoralle 
conditions. 
We believe, nevertheless, that 
Mr. Swift will be able to prevent it from 
being altogether barren of results, and his 
energy and activity may produce effects far 
more satisfactory than at this moment seem 
probable. 


STILL IN THE DARK. 


The remarkable Severance case is still 
enveloped in mystery, and as time p a sse s 
and brings no new discoveries, the question 
w hether the missing man has alter all 
been murdered is being more seriously put. 
A chemical analysis of tbe blood-stains on 
the ax, and on the shoes of Ah Lung, 
which were found near the creek, would 
go far toward determining this question, 
but we have not seen it stated th at any 
such analysis is“being made. 
If it should 
appear upon adequate investigation that 
th is blood is not human, of course the case 
will remain as daik as ever. 
It m ust be 
adm itted th a t though the story told by 
th e Chinaman is suspicious, his personal 
conduct up to the time of hÍ3 arrest was 
quite 
compatible 
with innocence. 
The 
case is one, however, in which detective 
skill ought to be of some use. 
W hen the 
W heatland affair occurred the San Fran­ 
cisco papers said th at if the detectives of 
th a t city had taken it in hand they would 
quickly have unraveled it. 
Here is a mys­ 
tery right to the hand of the San Fran­ 
cisco detectives. 
W hy, then, do they not 
vindicate their reputation by offering their 
services in the cause of justice? 


THE DEBRIS BILL. 


The Debris bill, having passed the Sen­ 
ate, will be brought up to-day in the 
Assembly again, for concurrence in the 
Senate amendments. 
The changes which 
have been made in the hill are neither 
numerous nor im portant, and should not 
give rise to any prolonged discussion, the 
principles of the measure, already accepted 
by the Assembly, not having been modified 
in any way. 
W e regard this as one of the 
most im portant hills that has been intro­ 
duced during this session, and should look 
upon itc defeat as a distinct public calamity. 
For it m ust he apparent to all who have 
studied the subject th at the data now be­ 
fore the Legislature are as complete as 
they are ever likely to be, and th at the 
failure of legislation after so long and full 
a discussion would throw the whole ques­ 
tion back into the Courts, with the worst 
results to the community. 
I t is, in­ 
deed, very difficult to listen patiently 
to 
the 
foolish 
remarks 
of 
those 
ill-informed 
persons 
who 
affect 
to 
hold 
th at 
this 
great 
question can 
be settled by litigation. 
Tbe tru th is that 
litigation cannot supply the only remedies 
which are capable of saving a large portion 
of the Sacramento valley from destruction, 
and th at this is the reason why action by 
the Legislature is demanded. 
All that 
litigation can do in the last resort is to stop 
hydraulic mining. 
B ut if th at were done 
to-morrow the ruin of our fertile valley 
would still he threatened by the enormous 
mass of debris which has already passed 
out of the mountains, and the volume of 
which is sufficient, w ithout any additions, 
to complete the work of devastation so far 
advanced at present. 
And inasmuch as 
Sacramento and Marysville depend for 
their prosperity and permanence upon the 
removal of this danger, and since it is not 
a mere theoretical or abstract issue, but a 
question of protection or ruin to many 
thousands of citizens, it should be clear th at 
unless it is now settled it must become an 
overshadowing issue in the northern part 
of the State. 
The objections which have 
been made to the debris bill have with 
scarcely an exception been the fruit of ig­ 
norance. 
Failure to grasp the importance 
and magnitude of the subject has been the 
commonest cause of these carping criti­ 
cisms. 
No member of the Legislature, 
however, has any excuse at this time for 
not understanding the m atter, and all 
ought to perceive the necessity for action. 
The Young bill is not the best th at could 
have been 
framed under any circum­ 
stances, hut it is the best the existing cir­ 
cumstances adm itted of. 
W e are even of 
opinion th at some of the amendments in­ 
troduced in the Senate might just as well 
have been omitted, but the approaching 
end of the session makes it impossible to 
expect further revision, and all the As­ 
sembly can now do is to concur in the Sen­ 
ate amendments, and pass the bill. 


THE CALL FOR GLADSTONE. 


The demand th at Mr. Gladstone shall 
take the leadership of the new Liberal 
Government in England is so general and 
imperative th at he can hardly resist it, 
however reluctant he may be to assume 
office again. 
Indeed there is evidently no 
other course open to him consistent with 
harvesting the fruits of the splendid vic­ 
tory which all agree in regarding as person­ 
ally his own. 
It is universally admitted 
th at no Government can be perm anent 
which does not include him, and it is 
equally clear th at no place hut the first can 
he accepted by him in any Government. 
For no m atter how harmonious his rela­ 
tions with M inisters might be, his presence 
in the House of Commons as an outsider 
would so hamper and embarrass the Gov­ 
ernm ent th at it conld not carry out any 
well-defined policy. 
If, therefore, 
Mr. 
Gladstone does not think more of his per­ 
sonal inclinations than of Ids party and his 
country, he will be obliged to take the po­ 
sition which lie has so gallantly won, which 
is his by every political right, and which 
his friends and foes unite in pressing 
upon him. 
He is far too powerful ana 
prominent a figure to he out of 
the 
Government w ithout doing more harm 
than good to his party. 
He must, there­ 
fore, accept the responsibilities and cares 
of office, or he m ust stand by, like Achilles 
sulking in his tent, and see the Liberals 
beaten by sheer lack of administrative 
taleut. 
There is no other man capable of 
leading the party when Gladstone is pres­ 
ent, though there are several who might 
do well enough if not thrown into contrast 
with his pre-eminent abilities. 
Nor has 
there ever been a period in which the need 
for statesm anship was more urgent, or in 
which 
the claims of patriotism were 
stronger. 
I t would look something like 
fatuous perverseness in Mr. Gladstone if, 
after showing his party the way to vic­ 
tory, he should refuse to put the results 
of the success his prowess has won, within 
their reach. 
W e believe th at he will find 
it necessary to accede to the popular 
demand, therefore, and it seems probable 
th at the age and increasing infirmities of 
Lord 
Beaconstield will 
determine 
liis 
practical withdrawal from 
active poli­ 
tics 
at 
no 
distaut 
day, 
and 
thus place 
the 
Conservatives 
in 
a 
more helpless condition than they have 
occupied 
since 
the 
beginning of the 
century. 
A few weeks ago the prospect of 
a Liberal victory was scarcely entertained 
save by a few enthusiasts, and now the 
Conservative party appears so crushed as 
to he almost extinguished. 
So difficult is 
it for the shrewdest politicians to form a 
correct estim ate of the beut of public 
opinion, or to calculate rightly the motives 
which actuate men in voting. 
Of course 
the Tory press is laboriously endeavoring 
to show why its party was beaten, and the 
Liberal press is as vigorously engaged in 
demonstrating exactly how the victory 
was won, but it is none the less certain th at 
neither Tories nor Liberals were at all able 
to forecast the result, and th at in fact 
public opinion remained concealed until it 
was made known with the astonishing re­ 
sults now engaging the attention of the 


w o rld . 


THE 
ADJOURNMENT. 


A fter a long controversy, the adjourn­ 
ment of the Legislature next Friday has 
been agreed upon by both chambers. 
If 
the brief remainder of the session is devoted 
strictly to business, and if the fiery Ituperts 
of the Assembly can refrain from wasting 
time in exchanging defiances and telling all 
the world what they think of one another, 
it is possible th at the most im portant legis­ 
lation may be accomplished. 
There is, 
however, so much to be done that any pro­ 
tracted discussion m ust inevitably swell 
the already long list of bills th at can- 
Dot be 
reached. 
Of course there will 
be a strong tem ptation to those who 
are in opposition to pending measures 
to 
avail 
themselves 
of 
parliament­ 
ary delays, and it is possible th at some 
bills may be defeated in this way which 
could not be beaten by any other method. 
I t is too early yet to speak of the results 


of 
the session, but it is already evi­ 
dent that 
the 
new Constitution has 
necessitated 
many changes 
which 
are 


not in the direction of more economical 
government, aud it will become necessary 
for the public to learn to distinguish be­ 
tween the unavoidable effects of manda­ 
tory constitutional provisions, and spon­ 
taneous legislation for which the framers 
may be justly held responsible. 
As yet 
the new Constitution is in the earliest 
stage of experiment, and the taxpayers 
know scarcely anything of its tendencies 
A year hence, when some of its most 
striking innovations will have been tested, 
it will be possible to ascertain with more 
accuracy how it bears upon public inter­ 
ests. 
Up to the present time, however, its 
tendencies have not been such as to require 
any modification of the opinions which 
its opponents expressed regarding the in­ 
strum ent previous to its adoption. 


THE CASE OF SENATOR KANE. 


The disposition of the case of Senator 
Kane made by the Senate is apt to strike 
the public mind as unsatisfactory. 
In 
effect, the recalcitrant Senator has failed 
to purge himself of his contempt. 
He still 
asserts th at an attem pt was made to bribe 
him, and he still refuses to say who the 
offender was. 
U nder the circumstancesthe 
Senate was bound, for the defense and vin­ 
dication of its own honor and dignity, to 
insist on 
a 
full disclosure, and failing 
that, to inflict a severe punishment. 
But 
it has done neither of these things. 
I t has 
released Senator Kane from custody, and 
it has merely inflicted the nominal penalty 
of suspension from the duties of his office 
for three or four days. 
As to the senti­ 
mental and domestic considerations which 
were brought to bear upon the case in the 
Senate, they appear to us to have been 
singularly irrelevant. The Senate isa Court, 
and Mr. Kane was brought before it under 
a grave charge. 
W hat the effect of his po­ 
sition might be upon his family ought 
really to have had no more influence upon 
members than such considerations would 
have upon ordinary judges in the case of 
any other offender. 
If the Senate did not 
mean to enforce its authority, and make 
a serious effort to clear itself of the asper­ 
sions ca3t upon it as a body by Mr. K ace’s 
damaging statem ent, it would have been 
much wiser to let his charge drop a t the 
time. 
Having determ ined to take action 
upon it, it became necessary th a t the sub­ 
sequent proceedings should be something 
more than a burlesque. 
As it is Kane has 
virtually conquered the Senate, and the 
latter has practically adm itted th a t it can 
do nothing with him. 


THE WEST POINT CASE. 


There appears to be a strong effort to 
create the impression th at the colored 
cadet W hittaker m utilated himself for 
some mysterious purpose. 
The inquiry 
seems to have been 
conducted almost 
wholly upon this curious theory, and yet 
there is no evidence to support it, up to 
the present time. 
The rem arks which 
have been made in Congress on the case 
indicate the prevalence of a belief th at the 
perpetration of su«h an outrage would he 
nothing surprising 
at th at institution. 
Congressman Hoar indeed asserts as of his 
personal knowledge th a t the lives of the 
colored cadets at W est Point have almost 
invariably 
been 
made 
miserable 
by 
the persecution to which they are ex­ 
posed. 
This is 
a 
m atter 
which 
de­ 
mands 
very 
thorough 
investigation, 
for 
there 
can 
be 
no 
doubt 
th at 
the country is prepared to put down 
any manifestation of brutal race prejudice 
at that national establishment, even if such 
suppression should involve the breaking 
up of the college. 
The fact th at there has 
been a great deal of brutality at W est 
Point appears to he generally adm itted, 
moreover, and therefore it is not so incred­ 
ible as might otherwise appear, th at a case 
of this character should occur. 
The prob­ 
ability th at AVhittaker inflicted the m uti­ 
lations on himself is very slight, and so far 
no evidence hearing out th at hypothesis 
has been advanced. 
It is to be hoped that 
no hushing-up of the case will be perm it­ 
ted, hut th at it will he sifted to the bot­ 
tom, and the guilty parties be punished 
with the utm ost severity of the law. 


TERMS OF COUNTY OFFICERS.

The facts are that there is now pending in 
the Legislature a bill for a uniform system of 
county government of the counties of the 
State, according to classes into which the 
counties are divided. 
This bill has been so 
far advanced that if any law is passed at all 
on the subject it will be the one referred to. 
It provides that the present incutnbentH in 
county offices shall hold until January 1, 
1881; that this fall there Bhall be an election 
for county officers, who are to hold for four 
years. This will bring the election of countv 
officers of even date with the Presidential 
election, but not with the election for State 
officers. Thus there will be a general election 
every two years, one for State officers and 
one for county officers.

T he D eb ris Q u estion at W ash in gton . 
[S p ecial t o th e K eco r d-U n io n .] 
W ashington, April 11th.—Representative 
Berry expresses great surprise at the argu­ 
ment made by certain journals in California, 
which have just come to hand, that the pas­ 
sage of the debris bill by the California Leg­ 
islature would have a tendency to prevent 
favorable action by Congrega upon the debris 
measure now pending in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. 
He is firmly of opinion, on the 
contrary, that the prompt enactment by the 
Legislature of a bill making provision for 
some local relief would be one of the greatest 
possible auxiliaries to success in obtaining 
Congressional aid. on the principle that “ the 
gods help those who help themselves.” I t will 
be remembered that the proposition before 
(’ongress is based solely upon a claim that 
the United states is hound to imppove au:l 
protect the navigable waters in the interests 
of commerce, and although the proposed ex­ 
penditure by the Federal Government would 
incidentally inure to the benefit of the agri­ 
cultural lands now suffering from the effects 
of hydraulic mining operations, there is evi­ 
dently no reason why the State of California 
should not take measures directed primarily 
towards their protection, at the same time 
that Congress is appealed to for the preserva­ 
tion and improvement of the navigable chan­ 
nels required for commercial purposes. Berry 
also, in view of the extreme desirability that 
something be done for the protection of the 
agricultural lauds this summer, calls atten­ 
tion to the fact, heretofore noted in these dis­ 
patches, that it is.by no means certain that 
the measure recently reported from the Min­ 
ing Committee, and now upon the House 
calendar, can be reached for final action by 
Congress during the present session, even if 
its passage by both houses, when reached, 
could in advance be assured, which, of course, 
is equally uncertain.

THE DEBRIS QUESTION. 


Speech of Senator Sears on the Following 
Amendment Which He Offered to the 
Bill to Promote Drainage: 


“ Provided, th at all the moneys raised under the 
provisions oí this Act be used exclusively for the 
construction oí dams ior im pounding the debris 
from the mines hereinbefore specified, and for the 
improvement and rectification of river channels in 
which said debris flows.” 
Mr. President, the am endm ent which I have of­ 
fered is for the purpose of clearly and unm istakably 
defining what shall be done with the money raised 
by this bill. 
My sympathies are w ith two classes: 
First, the farmers residing along the rivers, who 
have been and still are liable to be damaged from 
the debris from the m ines; and second, with the 
m iters who contribute indirectly toward the damage. 
I have carefully drafted the am endm ent to make it 
conform to the provisions of the Constitution, and 
I believe no lawyer here can show th at it is uncon­ 
stitutional. 
I believe it embodies the difference be­ 
tween those who have been denominated here as the 
friends of this bill, and those who are fiieucf!^ 
towards the sufferers, bu t demand th at the Act bu 
so amended as to require the money to be applied to 
protec: the sufferers. 
The friends and advocates 
claim and assert th at it is their intention to expend 
the money for th at purpose. 
If they are honest 
in their expressions, let us take them at their 
word, and place it in the bill in plain and un­ 
m istakable 
language, 
w« 
there 
can 
be 
no 
misappropriation of the funds. 
The bill as it now 
stands is ambiguous. The money can be used to re­ 
claim swamp lands in any portion of the State. 
It 
can be used for diking the rivers where no mining 
debris flows ; it can be used to serve personal ends ; 
it can be used for private speculation. 
Do you wish 
to see any of thess things doue? i claim it is our 
duty to ourselves, our duty to our constituents, our 
duty to the people of the State, to adopt this amend­ 
m ent and engraft into tbis bill ju st w hat shall be 
done with the money, 
fa n there be any objection 
to that ? Is that not rig h t'! Is it not ju st ? The ob- 
jectiou raised is th at it will delay action on the bill 
in the other House to amend it. 
That is a weak 
objection. 
It has already been amended, and it 
m ust be further amended. 
It will take no longer to 
concur in a half dozen than in two. 
I will point out 
to the friends of this measure where they m ust 
amend it to comply with its present provisions. 
Section 1 provides for a Board of Drainage Commis­ 
sioners 
consisting of the Governor, 
Surveyor- 
General and State Engineer ; these are to constitute 
th at B ard. 
The law passed two years ago creatiug 
the office of State Engineer expires on the 1st of 
May next. 
There is no provisiou for his reappoint­ 
m ent ; you m ust do th at i t the bill or you will not 
have any Board. 
If the am endm ent which 1 have 
offered 
is 
adopted 
it 
will 
bring 
to 
the 
bill 
additional 
strength 
in 
the 
Assembly. 
I do not consider tbis a measure to tax the property 
of the State for the benefit of one industry. 
It is 
to protect commerce aud agriculture from further 
damage. 
It is to try the experim ent of holding the 
heavy washing of the mines in the mountain can­ 
yons. 
It is to pave the cities of Marysville and 
Sacramento from ruin. 
It is to save the Bay of San 
Frauciso from filling up. 
The State Engineer in his 
report says that 43,546 acres of fanning land along 
the river valleys have b en destroyed or greatly 
damaged ; that the river channels have been filled. 
It has became a State question, and protection is 
now a necessity. 
The Suite has exjKiiided $100,000 
in investigating this su b jec t; the engineer is the 
State doctor in this case. 
If we have faith in him 
we are cáiled upon to adm inister the remedies he 
has prescribed in his report ; let us give the m edi­ 
cine to the iek. 
That is all we ask. 
Let it be de­ 
nominated 
in the 
bond 
how and where the 
money 
raised 
shall 
be 
expended. 
We do 
th a t 
in 
other 
bills, 
why 
not 
in 
this ? 
The discussion on this measure has carried me 
back to the early days of California. 
It has called 
to my mind the scenes I witnessed when I first 
landed at Marysville. 
I saw the Yuba river when 
it contained less debris than the water I have drank 
in this Capitol this winter. 
I saw the river as clear 
as a m ountain stream . 
I saw steamers ascend the 
Yuba as high as Park’s Bar. 
Where then there was 
from fifteen to twenty feet of water, there now 
lies in its bed as many feet of gravel and sind ; 
wnere then were broad acres of rich fertile lands, 
there is now devastation and ruin ; where then were 
youug orchards, garJens and fiel Is of grain, they 
now lie buried many feet beneath a barren san d ; 
where tnen the face of nature was decorated with 
beautiful flower3, there now grows the willow and 
the thistle ; 40,000 acres of precious soil is desolated 
beyond redemption. 
An enterprising city, whose 
taxable property four years ago was rated at $4,000,­ 
000 is to-day reduced to $2,000,000, and its inhab­ 
itants await their doom for the coming of the next 
flood of slickings to engulf them . The cry of succor 
is heard across the valley. 
The Macedonian cry, 
Come over and help us,” is borne upou the breeze 
from that people. Shall we respond ? 1 say yea, if the 
money is used for their relief and future protection. 
This is a question which will extend far into the 
future. 
It is vast in its proportions and serious in 
its results. 
It is a question w hether the cities of 
Marvsville and Sacramento, and the valley lands 
lying along the rivers, shall be destroyed or pre­ 
served. 
It is a question w hether the commercial 
arteries of the State shall be preserved for naviga­ 
tion, or choked with m ining gravel and debris. 
It 
is a question whether they shall be pr served as the 
free and only competitor» with the railroads for the 
ir^ind trade of the State, or destroyed and the peo­ 
ple left to the mercy of railroad monopoly. Compe­ 
tition is the great regulator of freights. 
You impair 
the navigation of our rivers and freights would 
double in less than 
a m onth afterwards. 
By 
the amendment which I have offered to the bill 
we simply ask that the moneys raised from taxation 
shall be used to avoid these calamities. 
We ask 
th at the medicine shall be given to the sick ; we ask 
th a t the plaster shall be applied to the sore. 
When 
Ireland in her distress stretched her bony arm 
across the ocean and asked for succor, we did not 
leave our ships free to take the provisions to Ger­ 
many, but we lequired th at the relief should go di­ 
rect to the distressed. T hat is all we ask in this 
ca9e, and if the advocates of this bill refuse to 
adopt this am endm ent it will be proof to my mind 
th at th» ir motive is something ese. 
I recognize in 
the m ining interest of this State one too im portant 
to be stopped or crippled. 
The news of th j dis­ 
covery of gold ou this const fl ished like the morning 
light throughout the world. 
It brought lo our State 
m en of genius, enterprise, energy and courage ; 
they ►cattcred throughout the mountains, rivers, 
canyons and valleys: they gave life and civilization 
to an unknown wilderness ; without law society was 
free from < rime and intrigue. 
The crude customs 
of the m iners w’ere more aacredly observed among the 
pioneers than our statutes are to-day. Evary stream 
had a golden bed ; the work of extraction com­ 
menced ; realities became greater than fiction ; 
treasures were unc >vered daily which excelled the 
stories of the Arabian Nights, and from th at day 
to this a golden stream lias poured its treasure 
into the circulating mediums 
of the 
world. 
The 
placer 
and 
hydraulic 
mines 
of 
this 
State 
have 
yielded 
over 
$300,000,000. 
They 
now yield annually over $10,000,000. 
Do you 
wish to *t<«p this great and im portant industry. 
I 
answer, no ! no ! 
Let the good work go on, b u t let 
us try to prevent further damage to the rivers and 
farm ing la ids adjacent thereto. 
The miners g o ta 
big scare on when they were enjoined two years ago. 
They realized the m agnitude of the damage they 
were indirectly doing. They are willing to contrib­ 
ute 
liberally 
to 
prevent 
further 
damage, 
and 
1 caution 
and implore the representatives 
of 
the 
mining 
counties 
in 
this 
Senate 
to 
support this am endm ent and engraft it into this bill, 
th at all the moneys raised under th¡9 Act shall be 
used 
to 
impound the debris in the canyons 
of the rivers, and prevent any further overflow on 
the farming lands. 
I claim to be a better friend of 
the m iner m an some warm advocates of this hill. 
I 
hold in my hand a bill introduced this session by one 
of the ch ef supporters of this measure, which reads 
as follows. 
“ Everv person, a* well as every j»erson 
who iu behalf of any*other person, or as the m an­ 
ager, agent or employe of any person or corpora­ 
tion, who runs or deposits, or who procures or suf­ 
fers to be run or dej*>»ited into the bed or channel 
of any river in th isb tate, or any branch thereof, any 
of the t dlings or debris from any mine in this State 
worked by what is called hydraulic process, is hereby 
guilty of a misdemeanor ” 
S cti n 2 says : “ The violation of this Act may be 
prevented by injunction at the instance of the 
Stale, or any county therein, or at the iuttauce of 
any tax,«ayer in this State.” 
You will see that by 
the provisi *ns of that bill any taxjwiyer residing m 
the ext etne portion of the State, five huudred miles 
away fr >m the place of damage, ai.d not affected n 
the slightest thereby, can enjoin any mine in the 
State from working. 
Such a principle of law isun- 
k own in the jurisprudence of any S'ato in this 
Union. 
Under this bill the money raised could be 
used to reclaim swamp lands in any portion of the 
S tite. 
Do the m iners want to do that? Do they 
even dc9ire to leave a doubt upon the subject? Do 
the i»cople of the State desire to leave this an open 
question with the Directors? 1 think not. 
Then 
let us embody in the bill the necessary restrictions 
and uuard-*. 
Let it he denominated iu the bond. 
L et us remove all ambiguiriet. 
The m iners of the 
State have my sympathy. 
In working away the 
gravel hi.Is they deposit their tailings in the canyons 
and rivers, and when the ttorm s of winter swell 
these stream s into m ighty torrents, the element* 
of nature 
carry 
the 
debris to the valleys. 
It 
is 
through 
the 
action 
of 
nature 
that 
the damage is d >ne, and you ought not to hold the 
m iner solely responsible. 
Two years ago the Legi - 
lature created the office of Stale Engineer, and ap­ 
propriated $100,000 to examine this question. 
He 
has done so and made his re[»ort, and recommends 
th at you do the very tiling which my am endm ent 
propose*. The taxable property in the State is about 
$600,000,000 ; the State tax will be $300,000. 
It is 
only 50 cents on every $1,000. 
I feci sure bu t few 
will object to paying th at sm rll sum to try the ex­ 
perim ent, providing th e money is used as the Engin­ 
eer recom m end'. The m iners wi.l pay about $50,000 
on the water used. This question is a State meas re, 
and next year we can ask the General Govern­ 
m ent to take the subject uuder its care. 
No 
people ought to ask for assistance from the nation 
until they have trie j to help themselves. 
The value 
of all property in th e m ining counties depends 
greatl, uj>on the mines. 
You stop the mines and 
you destroy the taxable value if pro, e : t / now w oitb 
millions. Tbe am ount of gold taken from these 
mines am ounts to more than the value of ail the 
tax .ble property to-day in Uie S u te. 
There is no 
tim e to be lost if you are going to try the experi­ 
m ent. 
Let 
it 
be 
done 
tiiis 
sum a er, 
for next 
winter’s 
floods 
may 
double 
the 
damage. 
United States Engineer Mendell says 
if another fieshet should occur and wash dowu 
further sands to incum ber »he 
channels, the 
problem 
would became 
much 
more 
d.ilicult. 
This work should have been done ten years ago. 
The Uetrims m ust be restr»iued by dams, as given 
by Mr. H*1L The construction of these dams would 
be com|«ar.»tively inexpensive, by making use of the 
masses of stone in the canyons. 
When oue set of 
d*m* sh ill hare become exnau-ted, others would be 
constructed higher up the cany, ns, and thus con- 
t i one the effectiveness of the work. The construc- 
tio i of these dam s can be accomplished the present 
seaso i, and should by all means be done. 
In his 
ex initiations he had bored the bed of the Sacra- 
m en.o in n*any places, and found the bed to be com­ 
posed, a m ost w ithout exception of sand, and these 
darn* would hold this sand and prevent its filling 
up the river channel, and even the bay, to which it 
extends 
With regard to the saf sty of these darns 
no appn pensions need be felt as to their stability, and 
no danger would result, ;ta it is gravel and sand,and 
not water. th at is held back. 
Now, from |the«e 
opinions given by the State Engineer and by the 
United States Engineer, the first thing to be done is 
to im ivund the debris in the canyons of the rivers. 
Therefore I have offered this am endm ent in order to 
carry ut the recommendations of the Engineer, and 
th a t this money shall be appropriated fur the pur­ 
pose. 
is not th a t right? Is it uot ju st ? Is it not 
fair? i an there be any rcasoa why this am endm ent 
should no t be adopted ? It there is I fail to compre­ 
hend ulliit it IS. 
I offer this am endm ent with good motives. 
It is 
off red in tbe interest of the miners. 
It is offered 
iu the interest of those differing from this overflow. 
It ».< offered in th e interest of commerce. 
It is 
offered i i ti» • interest of the taxpayers of the whole 
Slate . m l I say to the Seuatore of this h-use th at if 


we do not provide in th is bill th a t the money raised 
9I1&II be used to dam the debris in the rivers, the 
people will dam n us for not doing it. 
If the amend­ 
m ent is adopted 1 will suppoit the b ill; if not, 1 
shall exercise my privilege of voting aga nst it, and 
I believe my constituents w.U justify me m so 
doing.
